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It is alleged, also, that the cures in Private 


friends, to save expense, remove the Lunatic too 
early, We do believe that many more cures would 
be effected if the cost were not so great. But, why 
is this expenditure necessary ? We find in District 
sylums a much larger number of Lunatics are cured, 
at the trifling expense of £24 ayear. Why should 
there not be wards for paying patients, who would be 
under the control and supervision of Government 
physicians? Does it tend to produce sanity in the 
patient to feel, in every lucid moment, thathis stay is 
eating up the means required for the support of wife 
and children ? 

Again, look at the cost of Commissions de lunatico 
inquirendo. We have no wish to exaggerate. We 
have sought for information, and are told that of 
two recent Commissions in this city, the one cost 
£170, the other £200. Is this necessary or just ? To 
determine whether a man be insane, must we have 
two Commissioners, at £10 10s. each the first day, 
and four or five guineas every succeeding day? Is 
it because a man is a nisi prius lawyer that there- 
fore the Lunatic should pay so dearly for a scientific 
discussion upon stoliditas, insania, stultitia, and de- 
mentia, and all the subdivisions of popular class 
books? Does the faculty of judgment depend upon 
blood, and are we to pay a fee proportionate rather 
to their birth than to the knowledge of a Commis- 
sioner? We do not need the paraphernalia of the 
judgment-seat, and an array of lawyers. What is re- 
quired is some ten or twelve men, paid by salary from the 
State, who have made the jurisprudence and science of 
insanity, rather than special pleading, their peculiar 
study. Let them be selected, say a dozen physi- 
sicians, paid also by the State, who have made in- 
sanity their special subject of investigation. Let the 
one alone try a case, and the others alone, upon un- 
biassed examination, grant certificates, and let twelve 
jurymen, such as decide on life and death, decide on 
sanity or insanity. The medical profession would be 
relieved of a scandal, the friends of the Lunatic from 
great expense, and the public from considerable ap- 
prehension, if lunacy cases were first reported, and 
then tried by men specially trained for that purpose. 

There is a striking passage on this head in the 
23rd page of the report, from which we have so fre- 
quently cited. The Commissioners, under the head of 
Private Lunatic Asylums, declare—“With regard to 
“the confinement of persons labouring under mental 
“diseases, whether it be in regularly licensed houses or 
“ singly in private families, we are convinced of the 
“ necessity of amending certain clauses ofthe 5th and 
“6th Vic., so as to render the manufacture, as it were, 
“of individuals of doubtful sanity into certified Lunatics 
less easy than it is at present. In the act it is pro- 
“ vided, and very properly, that no practitioner in- 
“terested in the profits of a Private Lunatic Asylum

The Pope is not fit to govern a large State, or, indeed, 
to perform any political duties, and therefore the Ro- 
magna should not be restored to him. The Pope can 
not be a subject of ~ one, therefore he must be left 
in possession of „ rich in so many 
associations, adorned with so many monuments, the 
pilgrimage, the veneration, and the museum of Europe. 
“ Rome and a garden for the Pope,” said M. About ; M. 
de Laguerroniere, in The Pope and the Congress,“ 
seems to re-echo the proposition. To all this we see 
little objection.’ We have no wish to compromise the 
established government of the Roman Catholic Church, 
provided that the government can be maintained without 
violence to the liberties of mankind. Were the plan we 
are considering executed the Pope would still remain a 
Sovereign—that is, he would not lapse into the condition 
of a subject, and that is all that any reasonable Roman 
Catholic can desire. The extent of his territory must 
be a question of degree, not of kind—it can beno article 
of faith, no safeguard of orthodoxy. The question is 
between the condition of a Sovereign and a subject, not 
between the Sovereign of a large or a small territory. 
The population of Rome lives on the past, on monu- 
ments, picture galleries, processions, and ceremonies, and 
Rome may well be content to be the seat of a Power 
possessing so many means of attracting wealth. But let 
Ireland andthe Roman Catholics of Great Britain re- 
member that this proposition does not come from hereti- 
cal England, but from orthodox France, and that they 
have little right to quarrel with us for entertaining views 
which find their first expression in the organs of the 
eldest son of the Church.

Hicn Artis Westrorr.—Our attention bas been 
directed to a series of wanton outrages committed in 
Westport. A fortnight since every knocker in the town 
was stolen, and the following morning they were sent 
te Police-sergeant Flynn, with a note, stating that the 
writer had observed the untidy appearance of his front 
, which he trusted would be painted and varnished 
forth with, to prevent the necessity of a stranger doing it 
for him, and thatas a small contribution to the necessary 
improvement in his (Sergeant Flynne’s) exterior, 
the writer sent for his selection the various 
knockers of Westport, from which he requested 
Sergeant Flynn to select the one which he pre- 
ferred, and return the others to their owners. Sergeant 
Flynn wisely took the hint; his door and the door of the 
police barrack were immediately grained in imitation 
maple, and are now adorned with the two handsomest 
knockers in Westport. The remaining knockers are left 
at the barrack to be identified by their former owners, 
who are permitted to resume possession of them upon 
payment of a trifling fee, applied, we are told, by the 
police, to the relief of poor debtors. All the 
knockers unredeemed by the end of this week are 
to be sold at Mr. Gallaher’s next auction, which 
will take place on Thursday week, at the market 
place, Westport, and we have no doubt they will 
form a most attractive lot. The police have deter- 
mined to devote the purchase money to the Magda- 
lene Asylum, in Altamont-street, in which, from their 
sympathy for the inmates, they take the deepest interest. 
We have now to record another outrage of a yet 
more daring character, which was committed in West- 
port as lately as the night of Monday, the 11th inst. 
Our readers will remember that over the Doric porch of 
the Eagle Hotel stands that finely sculptured figure 
of an eagle, Its appearance over the handsome portal 
of the hotel—a little in advance of its commanding 
facade, was certainly one of the greatest ornaments of 
the town,—and when on a sunny day, the shade of 
the noble tress skirting the river on the opposite 
side of the Mall cast a softening shade over the 
hotel, we know of few things in their way more 
picturesque than the bout ensemble of the scene. 
The clear white front of the hotel, relieved by its 
sable windows—the quiet Mail—the verdure of the 
majestic trees—the pensive ripple of the wandering 
wave beyond—and, in the foreground, the sculptured 
effigy of the imperial bird, formed a picture so harmoni- 
ous, yet so happy in its contrasts, that certainly nothing 
else in the county could compare with it—yet this was 
the scene which a reckless spirit of destruction deter- 
mined to mar. We understand that on the nightof the 
{1th instant, the police, who are usually so alert in pro- 
tecting the peace and quiet of the neigiibourhood, were 
lured out on a specious pretence, some miles on the 
Newport road, so that the town was placed entirely at 
the mercy of the intending marauders. The night was 
calm and beautiful; a few passing clouds from time to 
time veiled the moon, which at other times shone forth in 
all her splendour, and the inhabitants were early wrapped 
in deep repose. The portal ot the eagle is supported 
upon two fluted columns, imitation marble, rising per- 
pendicularly 15 or 20 feet from the ground. Above 
the portal is a flat platform some eight teet square, upon 
which the sculptural effigy is placed. Shortly ahter 
the moon went down, and the town was perfectly 
quiet, a band of men, with ladders and painting utensils, 
ascended the portal, and deliberately painted the figure 
of the bird a brilliant red tint. They then appear to 
have descended, removed their ladders, and com pteted 
their work by throwing their paint pot into the water. 
They then bored a hole in the front door, and decamped 
undiscovered. The paint-pot however has been found. 
Next morning,the town was in an uproar--groups of eager 
men, and scarcely less excited women, gathered round 
the door, and gazed with angry faces at the unprece- 
dented bird. “A red eagle! sure was the like ever 
known ?” and then that sense of fun which even a 
practical joke scarcely ever fails to evoke, wovld master 
them, and lou i and long were the shouts of merriment 
One man thought the eagle had been fighting, 
another pronounced the bird was only moulting, while 
a third suggested that the house should be coloured 
down to match. Mr. Daley, the proprietor of the hotel, 
took the promptest measures to repair the mischief, 
and detect the offenders. A boy, who is an adept 
at climbing, was sent to examine the bird, and 
discovered that, fortunately, raddle, and not red 
lead had been used to disfigure it; consequently, so 
soon as proper scaffolding can be erected, the colour 
will be removed. A carpenter has already repaired the 
door, and Mr. Daley has, in the most spirited manner,

At Cannes the acacia thrives particularly well, and pro- 
duces yearly about 9,0 00lb of acacia blossoms. One 
great perfumery distillery at Cannes uses yearly about 
140, 000lb. of orange blossoms, 20,000Pb. of a blose 
soms (Acacia Farnesiana), 140,000lb. of rose leaves, 
32,000lb. of jessamine blossoms, 20,000lb. of vidlets, and 
8,000 of tuberoses, together with a great many other 
sweet herbs. This extraction of the etherial oils, the 
small quantities of which are mixed in the flowers with 
such large quantities of other vegetable juices that it 
requires about 600lb. of rose leaves to win one ounce of 
otto of roses, demands a very careful treatment. The 
French, favoured by their climate, are the most active, 
although not always the most careful, preparers of per- 
fumes; half the world is furnished by this branch of 
their industry.

. All this may be true. A close union of Italy with 
France may create acombination by land and sea which 
none of the European Powers could view without uneasi- 
ness. The failacy of the argument lies in this, I think 
that France could much more easily use Italy as an 
jastrument of her own ambition, if the Peninsula were 
ennstituted into a confederacy, of which France, through 
Rome, should have the presidency, than if the whole or 
the best part of it should coalesce into a strong State, 
which might very well aspire to an independent course, 
and might more generally be brought into rivalry with, 
than into a passive subjection to, France; and this it 
will be for the Congress of Paris to consider maturely. 
Napoleon, then, to proceed with Alberi’s reasoning, 
came to Italy last spring with the conviction, first, that 
the Italians would second his warlike efforts ; secondly, 
that they should accept his political programme. He 
was disappointed on both heads of his expectation. 
Piedmont: took the field with no larger a force than 
50,000 combatants, though in 1849 it had mustered up 
un army twice as strong. The rest of Italy supplied a 
contingent of little more than 20,000 volunteers. The 
ardour which had animated the Italian youths before 
the outbreak of the war seemed to be damaged by the 
atrival of the French. It seemed as if the people here 
thought the whole fighting business should devolve on 
their generous allies. The greatest praises are very 
justly bestowed by Alberi both on the Piedmontese 
soldiers and on the volunteers who fought in their ranks 
or by their side. All the blame rests with the Govern- 
meats; the Sardinians, who were intriguing when it 
was time to fight ; the Central Italians who too passively 
gave into Piedmontese intrigue. 
„It is not without fretting and raging,“ he says, that 
I reeall to mind how, in the same measure as volunteers 
flocked to Piedmont, the contingents were dismissed, and 
that one of the first acts of the Tuscan Government was 
a decree promising that no military conscription should 
take place ; nay, that the conscript of the last levy, who 
had not yet joined the standards, might stay at home.” 
This is a home-thrust to the Liberal-Italian Govern- 
ment, and by no means undeserved. Alberi allows that 
military conscription attempted in Tuscany might have 
been attended with dissatisfaction among the peasantry, 
the class of people on whom military service weighs 
most irksomely ; but he is perfectly justified in saying 
that, had the towns and large boroughs given a g ex- 
ample, the co-operation of the country would either not 
have fuiled or would have been unnecessary ; and I have 
to add, that when Farini ordered the conscription in 
the two minor Duchies of Parma and Modena, the 
call was answered by the very peasantry with the 
greatest zeal and promptness. However painful the 


uvowal must be to an Italian, there is no doubt but to 


whomsoever the blame may be imputed the Italian 
nation did not do half, nor yet one-fourth, of its duty 
towards its participation in the war. Napoleon, who 
thought he had reason to complain of the Sardinian 
nud other Italian rulers on that scare, saw with disgust 
that they were, in the meanwhile, defeating his whole 
purpose, and bringing his favour'te programme to 
naught. Wherever the cry for independence was al- 
lowed to rise, there also was heard a clamour for union, 
fusion, or annexation; there was Victor Emmanuel 
proclaimed King of Italy. All this, Alberi thinks, was 
not only offensive to Napoleon, as jarring with his ideas 
und subversive of his plans, but it was actually dan- 
yerous to his position, inasmuch as it exposed him to 
the combined enmity of all those European Powers who, 
according to his and Alberi’s notions, might tolerate a 
federal, but would never bear with a united Italy. 


However distasteful the fusionist movement might 
appear to the Emperor, and to all who were in the se- 
cret of his policy, it may, however, be freely asserted 
that this movement was much less the result of Pied- 
montese suggestion or conspiracy than the spontaneous 
and irresistible outbreak of national aspiration. So far 
from encouraging this tendency to annexation, the Tus- 
can rulers, for their part, not only—as Alberi proves to 
them, quoting their own words—proclaimed that any 
uttempt to propose any plan for the future settlement of 
the country, so long as the national struggle lasted, 
must be cousideved high treason, but, acting strongly 
upon that conviction, they discountenanced to the best 
of their abilities, and even submitted to vexations from 
the police, expelled, and otherwise rid themselves of 
those whose zeal for the fusion exceeded what they con- 
sidered the limits of discretion. 


It is, also, impossible for Alberi to deny that, how- 
ever clearly the km might have revealed his mind 
us to the future destinies of Italy in M. Caussidiere’s 
pamphlet, he not only neglected to speak out on subse- 
quent occasions, but seemed, indeed, so far to have al- 
tered his programme as to set to the war no other limits 
than the total expulsion of the Austrians to the Adriatic, 
and to call upon the Italians to make the best of their 
opportunity and work out their destinies as they best 
could and would. Nay, more! Alberi will not 
contend that Napoleon’s own agents, and espe-

The en- 

tnusiasm of the public passed all bounds; all were ap- 

plauded ‘ a l’outrance ;’ and, as for myself, I thought 

they would have devoured me. ‘Their shouts, cries, and 

recalls were enough to bewilder me. But the great 

feature of this evening was little Piccolomini, who, 

with her usual tact, well knowing an Italian audience, 

refused to sing anything but the national hymn, written 

for the occasion, securing applause through the senti- 

ments it excited. But one must do h 'r justice; she sang 

with her little voice in a way that made one’s blood run 

cold and thrill with emotion ; and, whether she really 

felt it or not, she seemed inspired with the noble teelings 

that prevail at present. Instead of merely singing as 

at a concert, with her music in her hand, she made a 

scene of it, regularly actingit, and had the stage ar- 

ranged, with the chorus at the back, andtwo men in the 

centre, each holding the flag of independence; she walked 

about—she seized the flag—she tossed her little head 

and arms about, with an energy, and sang with a fire | 
and soul, that produced an electric effect. The enthu- 

siasm of the public was raised to a frantic pitch; cries 

of ‘Viva Garibaldi,’ ‘ Vira Vittorio Emmanuel,’ re- 

sounded through the house; ladies, even men, sobbing 
with emotion, Had the Grand Duke been in Florence 
that night his life would have been in peril,for at the 
words, ‘And from our land thestranger shall fly,’ so great 
was the effect that a poniard seemed to glimmer in 

each eye. Iwas myself so moved, and so enchanted 
with Piccolomini, that I could not resist giving her a kiss 
when she came off, to which she submitted most grace- 
fully, for she is even more charming off the stage than 
on it.” 


It is stated on good authority that the loss by cholera 
of the French expedition against the Morocco tribes, 
now terminated, amounted to no less than 4,000 men.

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THE LAW OF BLASPHEMOUS LIBEL. 

The discussion upon the law of blasphemous libel ori- 
ginated by the paper which Mr. Lewis, Q.C., read upon 
the subject before the Juridical Society, was last night 
resumed by the members of that society—Mr. J. H. 
Bennet presiding. 

Mr. Wilcock, Q.C., opened the discussion. He re- 
marked that the condemnation of all other creeds was a 
natural consequence of monotheism, and that taking all 
the letters of the alphabet, with the exception of X 
(the symbol an unknown quantity, and therefore the 
appropriate representation of the true religion), to re- 
present rival creeds, he found A intolerant of B, and B 
intolerant of C, and so on throughout the whole of it. 
Each claimed that a law should be passed against its 
calumniators, and if A were the stronger he got that 
law, and by degrees crushed wut all the others. But 
did the Deity—did Omnipotence require such pro- 
tection? It was blasphemy to think so. The law 
passed for such a purpose would soon become more 
disgusting than the offence, or like darkness in the 
presence of the dawn of light. 

Mr. Joseph N. Higgins considered that distinct fal- 
lacies lurked in several of the issues raised by Mr. 
Lewis. The first was, that the Constitution of the 
country rested upon an oath which derived its sanction 
from Christianity, whereas that sanction proceeded 
from a peculiar tenet of Christianity, held in common 
with Christians, by Mahometans, Confucians, and other 
Pagan sects—namely, the belief in a state of future 
rewards and punishments. Mr. Lewis also assumed 
that Christianity was the basis of morals, and in doing 
so lost sight of the difference between practical mora- 
lity and speculative theology ; and, so far as the 


it went to show that, left to itself, religion needed no 
protection from intolerant laws. He agreed, how- 
ever, with Mr. Lewis, that religion should be 
tected from ribald and scurrilous attacks, but he arrived 
at that conclusion from a very different set of premises. 
The reason why he would punish such attacks was 
that they had a tendency to lead to a breach of the 
With regard to the ridicule of Christianity 
being punished by the State, he did not see how, in the 
mixed character of the Coustitation, such a thing was 
impracticable; for how could Parliament, with Jews 
sitting therein, be called upon to punish the Jews for 
the ridicule they might cast on Christianity ? 
, Mr. Charles Clarke considered the protection of reli- 
aion the greatest of all evils, for he should like to know 
what protection it wanted. The were few, 
scattered over the world and over history; and the 
belief in a Deity—a belicf which even Shelley partici- 
pated in, although he pretended to deny it—was the 
universal religion, and as all professed it, none blas- 
phemed it. But to come to particular religions—if the 
Christian had a right to defend his religion against the 
Jew, so had the Jew a right to defend his against the 
Christian; but here it was not religion itself which was 
either attacked or defended, but men’s opinions of what 
* was. (Hear, — 

r. Hislop Clarke regarded the question only in its 
relation to the laws of this country. By these laws 
no mah could be punished who freely and honestly 
expressed his opinions in matters of controversy; 
and the real question was, whether they should go 
further and give licence to the ribald abuse of religion 
altogether. 

Me Lewis, in the course of his reply, denied that he 
based his arguments in favour of retaining the laws 
against blasphemous libels based on the assumption 
that the special Christianity of the Church of England 
was right, and all others wrong. On the contrary, he 
ranked as Christians, not only urchmen, but Baptists, 
Methodists, Koman Catholics, and Unitarians, all of 
whom toa greater or less degree held sacred certain 
persons and events. In claiming for them that those 
persons and events which they so regarded should not be 
treated with ridicule or scurrility, he did not mean to 
say that he would restrict the free circulation ofopinion, 
as opinion in fair vontroversy. He had been old K. 
Collier, who read a portion of the paper from the 
tor’s Journal, that he was illogical in the use of the term 
infidel, but the sense fh which he used it was one com- 
prehending all who were anti-Christians, including in 
that category the Jews and the Mahometans. The Jews 
never made ribald attacks upon the faith of the Christians, 
and as there wereno Mahometans in this country, he was 
strictly logical when he said that, in regard to the right 
to use ridicule as a weapon of controversy, the Chris- 
tian and the infidel did not stand upon the same ground 
as the latter, insomuch as he looked with irreverence

ADMIRALTY COURT—Yersterpay. 
The Sydney Jones v. the Swan. 

This was a cause of damage by collision promoted by the 
owners of the schooner Sydney Sout of Carnarvon, against 
the brigantine Swan, of St. John’s, and Judge Kelly was 
assisted by noes Boyd, R.N., of H.M.S. Ajax, and Cap- 
tain Crosby, of the merchant service, as nautical assessors. 

Dr. Townsend stated the promovent's case, which was, that 
the Sydney Jones, a schooner of about 98 tons register, was, dur- 
ing the month ef November last bound on a voyage from Wales 
to Limerick, with a cargo of slates, on the evening of the 17th 
of that month, she was off Kinsale head, the wind being S. W. 
and the schooner steering W.N.W. About half-past five p. m. 
the schooner having the Admiralty lights exhibited, a light 
was seen nearly ahead, and very close to the schooner, 
whose crew immediately hailed the other vessel to keep away 
but instead of that, as alleged, the strange vessel, ported 
her helm, and ran into the schooner with great 
force, doing considerable damage The master of the 
Sydney Jones leaped on board ‘the other vessel, and, on the 
two vessels separating, he returned in a boat to his own 
vessel, when, finding she was dismasted and otherwise 
damaged, and ia his Ea unseaworthy, he took off his 
crew, and abandoned the vessel, The master and his crew 
were then taken on board the stranger, which proved to be the 
brigantine Swan, of St. John's, 198 tons register, bound from 
Newfoundland to Waterford, with a cargo oí salt fish, and 
were on the next day landed at Waterford. The Sydney 
Jones was fortunately picked up the next day, by the 

e pilot cutter, and brought into Cork, and the 
present action was, therefore, not for a total less, but for 
£567, the amount o” damage sustained.
